“The Widow and the Shipping Federa- 
tion” is the title of a too true tale which 
we print on page 10. It should be stuck 
up wherever seafaring men congregate, that 
it may be read by all who are asked to 
believe in the Federation. 


“We don't ask any of our members 
whether they be Whig or Tory, only I 
would advise you to vote fur the candidate 
who will support any reasonable measure 
which will benefit the seafaring community.” 
So spokes the North of Scotland organising 
secretary of the Seamen’s Union in Shet- 
land the other day, and these words may 
be laid to heart by seafaring folk and their 
friends everywhere. Not by their poli- 
tical or any other creed, but by their atti- 
tude to the seafaring class must M.P.'s stand 
or fall so far as the support of that class 
goes. 


In justice to the general secretary of the 
Seamen's Union, we must explain that he 
last week sent us a photograph of J. D. 
Boyd, late secretary of the Glasgow Branch, 
asking us to insert it, together with a 
notice calling upon any member who might 
come across Boyd to at once communicate 
with the police. The photo, we may ex- 
plain, was immediately placed in the hands 
of an engraver, with instructions to repro- 
duce a good likeness; but as the time left 
for that purpose was not sufficient, the 
result was an entire failure, from which no 
one could have identified Boyd. This week 
we are able to produce something better, 
which will be found on page 9. As two of 
the London papers reported Boyd's arrest 
before we went to press last week, the 
notice then seemed needless. 


Under the rather startling heading of 
“The Knaves’ Paradise ; Hell upon Eartb,” 
we this week publish an article con- 

_ taining a challenge which we trust the 
Government will accept, so that a little 
wholesome daylight may be shed upon one 
of the most infamous conspiracies ever 
hatched to hush up serious crimes. 


The chief shipowners’ newspaper is greatly 
shocked to read in Szaranina about— 


“ Shipowners who wade to wealth through men’s 
blood and orphens’ tears,” and of “shipmongers 
‘who in their time sent thousands cf our b ave 
sailors and firemen into eternity, by sending their 
rotten coffin ships to sea, well knowing that they 
‘would never return;” that “the blood of thousands 
of our sailors and firemen is calling to heaven for 
vengeance ;” and that “the curses of widows and 
orphans are upon shipowners as they live in luxury, 
while the re'atives of the mer. who make their 
wealth are starving.” 





“These wild statements are much to be 
deprecated,’ says the Shipping Gazette, 
“ but what is still more to be deprecated is 
that there are those whose conduct, whether 
wilful or otherwise, affords a basis upon 
which to make these serious allegations.” 
Quite so. The sting of these statements lies 
in their truth, and the Shipping Gazette 
does well for the shipow.. «3 as well as for the 
seamen in calling for the suppression of the 
evil, so that such statements may no longer 
be truthfully made. 


‘s If two savage cannibals meet in combat, 
the stronger will slay and eat the weaker. 
It is just so in the business wurld—the 
strong devours the weak. And society 
applauds the stronger and despises the 
weaker,” says the Coast Seamen’s Journal. 
But what of a society in which co-operation 
shall be substituted for this cut-throat com- 
petition? Is not that what society must 
come to? Raise the bogey ery of Socialism 
if you like, but the tide is setting in that 
direction. As a writer in the current 
number of even the Tory Quarterly Leview 
says: “ Nothing will so readily obliterate 
the bitter memories of the past, allay the 
hostilities of the present, and lessen or pre- 
vent enormous and deplorable waste of 
labour force in the future, as the establish- 
ment of a community in profits, and the 
extension of distributive co-operation into 
the fields of productive industry.” 





As the Pope’s recent encyclical on Labour 
has been much discussed and misunder- 
stood, Catholic readers wili be especially 
interested in Cardinal Manning’s elucidation 
of it in the Dublin Review, wherein we are 
told that not only does the Holy Father 
recognise the right of association, but insists 
on the right of workmen to strike against 
long hours; at the same time holding that 
the law should interfere to prevent disputes 
arising by doing justice through voluntary 
tribunals of arbitration. A fair wage is 
defined as enough to maintain the earner, 
his wife, and his children in ‘‘ reasonable 
and frugal comfort.” ‘“ That homeless men 
be few” should be the policy of the law, and 
landlord and labourer should divide the 
annual produce of the soil equally. Such 
are the Pope's views. If they do not 
satisfy all toilers, it must be admitted that 
they are more liberal than those of most so- 
called “ Liberals.”

A person who cannot drink with- 
out dinking to excess either should be 
prohibited from, as far as possible, drinking 
at all, or else, instead of putting him in 
prison while drunk, he should be placed in 
a home for inebriates till cured of his 
craving. As the law stands, although ‘you 
can put a man in prison for being drunk, 
you cannot place him in a home where he 
would have the chance of being cured, 
although he is ruining himself and his 
family by his drunkenness. ‘Neither his 
family nor the community, which -wiil have 
to support them, is allowed any voice in the 
matter. This is shamefully unjust to all 
concerned, and should be altered as it has 
been in the Colonies. 





Here is a glimpse at cattle trade horrors, 
the picture being drawn, not by Mr. Plim- 
soll or Sxararine, but by the Shipping 
Gazette :— 


The steamer Loch Lomond arrived at Dundee on 
Sunday night with a cargo of 600 cattle from 
Moutreal. She encountered frightful weather, and 
on Saturday evening a hurricane prevailed. The 
men ha‘ been unable to get near the cattle for two 
days, and when the storm abated 77 of the ar imals 
were either k‘lled outright or were so injured that 
they had to be slaughtered and thrown overboard. 
The scene at the discharying of the animals was 
shocking. Scarcely avy of them had escaped 
being injured, and a number of butchers were 
kept bu-y for several hours killing them on board 
acd on the quay. :

KNAVES’ PARADISE; 


HELL UPON EARTH. 


Efforts are now being made to spread the 
light of Unionism and the spirit of brother- 
hood among the seafaring people in the. 
fhetland Islands. Mr. Rennie, organising 
secretary for the North of Scotland, has 
been at work at Lerwick for some time, but 
what will be the resilt of his efforts it 
would be at present premature to surmise. 
This much may, however, be said, that he 
has no easy task before him. The Shetland 
people have so long existed in such miser- 
able and abject slavery, and been so 
accustomed to regard it as the Divine order 
of things decreed by God Aimighty, that it 
is difficult to induce them even to hope for 
anything better; while as for persuading 
them to combine together to work out 
their own social salvation, that must 
be obviously still more difficult. There 
is great abundance of places of wor- 
ship and preachers in the Islands, and 
much public praying; but, judging all 
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this by ite fruits, “Hate ye. one-another ” 
appears to be the lesson derived from it, 
for nowhere is it so usual to hate one 
another. And the people being thus divided, 
the governing gang’ have no difficulty 
in keeping the people down. Hypocrisy, 
falsehood, treachery, deceit, malice, cruelty, 
cowardice, are the natural ontcome of this. 
Its results are indeed so ghastly and ap- 
palling that it would require the poet who 
described Hell to do ahything like justice 
to the place. But one. significant thing 
may be noted. It is in evidence, and we 
are not aware it has ever been contradicted, 
that the children of the poor Shetland 
people have not even the-heart to laugh or 
play. If this be true itis a touching illustra- 
tion of the desolating effects-of- prolonged 
slavery. It is not, however, necessary to pin 
our faith to this, illustration. "There; are 
plenty of others, proving the same ;thing 
—enough to incite even the women of a 
free community to rebellion,. But, a free 
community is just exactly what Shetland is 
not. Here in England the ruling class is bad 
enough—vermin living..on the. blood of the 
people. But certain things are considered 
inconsistent with the character..of an 
English gentleman, such, for instance, as 
falsehood, perjury, and fraud. In Shetland, 
on the other hand, these are regarded as 
polite accomplishments indispensable to the 
' reputation of ,a gentleman, while such 
outrages on common decency as the desecra- 
tion of your relatives’. graves, ; and . the 
groundless impugning of your own mother’s 
honour in order to have the satisfaction of 
seeing your brother treated as a bastard, are 
applauded as the highest refinements of 
cultivated humour, or, at any rate, 
were within the last few years. Livin 

under the thumb of people ‘0: devoid 
of the  most.. elementary. ideas. of 
morality and common decency, the 
Shetland people are indeed to be pitied, 
and cannot be expected all. at once to shake 
off the fetters of a slavery centuries old, the 
blighting effects of which seem to have 
centred their very blood like some 
subtle and, deadly poison. The marvel is 
that, ground under the heel of. such.tyrants, 
the people are so sound at heart as they 
are, and so infinitely superior to theii so- 
called ‘* betters.” Much has been written 
about Shetland, but-nearly all-on the bright 
side, which is carefully presented to the 
stranger. 
tered, by way of wreathipg their chains 
with flowers that they niay be deterred 
from attempting to break them: ~ The 
sombre side of Shetland having -hardly 
been’ touched, it is well to~staté ‘that 
if you happen to belong to the dominant 
local clique in Shetland, and there hap- 
pens to Le anycne you want to erush, 
you may with impunity, and even ap- 
plause—it has been done lately—+

God ‘help the people who live in such a 
country! ¢ 
do they stand in need of it. But God only 
helps those who help themselves. Prayer 
is not enough. We. must have, action 
as well. Now is the day of the Shetlanders’ 
salvation. Let them rally round: the Sea- 
men’s Union, paying no heed to contrary 
advice from their tyrants or their tyrants’ 
parasites. Let them answer ministers who 
try to deter them from joining the Union, 
that the true gospel of Jesus Christ is a 
gospel of love, brotherhood, freedom and 
justice; and that Trade Unionism, so far 
from being inconsistent with Christianity, 
is rather a valuable piece of machinery for 
establishing Christ's kingdom upon ‘earth. 
It follows that so-ealled Christian ministers 
who are opposed: to the Union are not 
Ohristians ati all, but ‘veritable Judas 
Iscariots, to be shunned as such. 

Open opposition is not, however, what 
has to be feared in Shetland, where few 
things are done openly. Working pedple 
there hardly évin eat or drink Gpenly, 80 
secretive are the habits begotten of slavery, 
or if they do they glance suspiciously round, 
like some wild animal, as if they expected 
to be killed'ot robbed during the ‘process. 
Absence of all sense of security is probably 
the explanation of this, for only evil-doers 
are safe in Shetland; ‘and “people can- 
not all be evil-doers.. What the Seamen’s 
Union has to:dread in Shetland is treachéry. 
It is hardly possible'to exist:in the place 
unless you truckle to the local'powers that 
be, which ‘are privately bitterly. opposed to 
the Seamen’s Union, however. they may 
publicly fawn upon it. These local powers 
that be, if they cannot compass the ruin of 
the cause in apy other. way, will probably 
try to pack the Branch with their own 
creatures for the purpose of sowing, dissen- 
sion and smashing the Union up. That is 
the danger, and it must-be guarded against.

I am not satisfied at what has taken 
lac3 at Glasgow in connection with the 
defaleations of Boyd. Never yet has there 
been a defaulter who, when he found him- 
self in difficulties, did not try to create dis- 
sension and trouble.

Federation in Liverpool, and tun’ by no less 
a person than Mr. George Jerome Hornsby. 
There is a split in the camp, however. . It 
appears that one official sent A. R. Abbott 
to demand from Hornsby :all: the.: books, 
property, and money (if any), but George 
was too much for Abbott. He told that 
individual there were three ways out of -ihs 
room, one was through-the door, the second 
was through the window, and the third was 
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up the chimney. . Abbott elected to go by 
the door, and Hornsby told him he would 
sooner have ‘“‘ Jack ” Wilson for a boss than 
either Abbott or Lawrence to clean his 
shoes. He also accused Abbott of not being 
exactly what he ought to be. A verbatim 
report of this interview would, no doubt, 
have been most interesting, as if all accounts 
be true, George intends to go to the Trades 
Union Congress to upset Abbott's apple- 
cart, So we may expect lively times. 


‘Some good work has been done by the 
Seamen’s Union on the Tyne during the 
the last two months. The Shields Branches 
have established call offices near Tyne 
Dock, where members can deposit their 
bags, and others attend at tide-time for 
shipment. Over 200 men have secured 
employment in this way, and as the call 
offices are in communication by telephone 
with the principal shipowners on Tyneside 
this will be one way of stopping complaints 
of ships being delayed through the want of 
men. 


I am glad to learn that the Maryport 
Branch is making fair progress, and am 
informed the takings of that Branch last 
week, were upwards of £7. Not bad work 
for that small seaport town, as most seamen 
will know. Maryport has been at a very 
low ebb of late, but if such success continues 
to attend the efforts of Mr. Gant he will 
soon have Maryport and district in a most 
prosperous condition. 


THAMES ENGINEERS STRiKH.—'The strike at 
Samuda Brothers’ and the i1bames Shipbuiiding 
Company’s yards still continues, some 600 men 
being on the strike books. Some weeks azo the 
number was much lar. er, but many of the engineers 
have now found work in other shops. The firms 
have some armour-plates to manutacture for the 
Russian Government, but. are unabe to proceed 
with the work. As early as 4 o’clock on 'I'uesday 
mcrning a party of pickets were on du‘y at Kiny’s- 
cross Railway-station awaiting the ar:ival of the 
midnight.Newcastle train, the committee having 
been informed that a party of 150 engineers were 
to be sent to the Thames Company. Immediate y 
on the train coming to a standstill, the pickets 
accosted the mea, and informed them that they 
were wanted to take the places of strikers. Many 
of them refused to proceed to the yard, but avout 
15 were successfully conveyed to the Company's 
principal yard at Poplar. , - 

THAMES STEAMBOAT MEN.—A meeting of the 
steamboat mén of the River Thames was held last 
Wednesday night at the Lammas Hall, Battersea, 
to receive ani discuss a reply frou the Victoria 
teamboat-Association to the memorial sent to the 
Company on the 19th inst. ‘The chair was taken 
by Mr. T. T. Tucker (general president of, the 
Engine Drivers’ Society). He read the fol'owing 
let er received from the Associati.n:—*Mr. R. 
F¥airbairn,— Sir, I beg to acknowledge the rec. ipt of 
a memorial signed by yourself and otheis, but it is 
impossitle tor me to lay it be’ore my d rectors, as 
they are, with the exception of cone, on the Continent. 
I will, however, bring the matter before them as 
soon as possible.—Yours, faithfully, Edgar Shand, 
general manager and secretary of the Victoria Steam- 
boat Company.” Mr. R. R. Fairbaira, president of the 
Amalgamated Society of Watermen and Lighte-:men, 
said 3,000,000 of the public were carried anoually 
by the river steamboats, ard the men who worked 
this great traffic were only asking for ore day off 
in fourteen.

A FIREMAN’S LIFE.

Much has been written about the lives of 
sailors at sea; so much that everybody, I 
should think, knows something about them, 
and the so-called jolly tars are great 
But the 
and even 





firemen, an equally useful, 


‘more hard-worked class of men, are 


nothing like so well known. The 
editor of Srarariwa had a spell in the 
stokehole on the Equator when the sun 
was crossing the Line, and as his experience 


has therefore included more than sailorizing | 


he can feel for us, as he ‘‘ knows what it is 
to be there,” but I don't know anybody 
else that ever tried to expose or inquire 
into the state of slavery that these men are 
placed in. The much vaunted “ floating 
palaces ” of luxury for the moneyed classes 
are nothing more than “ floating hells’ for 
the firemen. If the owners could see the 
state these men. are in when coming off 
watch on one of the Atlantic liners in the 
month of July (no doubt some owners have 
seen them), I think the sight should touch 
their hearts—that is if they had a spark of 
human kindness within them. Black as the 
poor men are—in fact, as blaek as the coal 
itself—with perspiration teeming out of 
every pore of their body, they are hardly 
able to drag their legs after them along the 
deck, to what people are pleased to call the 
‘“firemen’s room,’ a room that the ship- 
owners would not allow their dogs to be 
kept in, yet they will tell you that the fire- 
men have grand quarters laid out for them 
aboard these ships. Now the scene changes. 
Take a peep down into the stokehole and 
what do you see of the men that just went 
down there on duty? You see a ghastly 
sight, men half naked standing in front of 
furnaces hauling out red-hot fire—what is 
called cleaning fires—trimmers standing 
by throwing water on the deck so as to 
keep the heat down as much as possible, 
others flying along the passages with 
barrows of coal ready to be thrown 
into the furnaces. as soon as they 
are cleaned out, and engineers of the 
slave-driving type, hurrying them on with 
their work, especially if the steam is below 
the mark, which it nearly always is when 
cleaning fires, for what do they care about 
a fireman's “ hfe” as long as they can make 
a quick passage with the ship, now that 
speed is all the go? Then comes the watch 
that's just gone off for ashes. During the 
time the ashes are being sent up, the lives 
of the men below are in danger, cither of a 
bag of ashes or an empty ash-bucket falling 
on them and killing them. Many a poor 
fellow has met his death in the past in that 
same way. Then when the ashes are up the 
engineer comes on the watpath with sach 
well known words to firemen as ‘shake her 
up,” “ put your rake through,” “ slice them 
fires,” “why don't you prick her?” ete. 
After he has exhausted his stokehole 
vocabulary (which is of a very extensive 


nature), if a man has the courage to answer 
‘him in his defence the engineer reports him 


for ysing threatening language towards him, 
and the result is that the man who has been 
so unfortunate as to bring the engineer's 
wrath down upon him is taken before the 
“purser” (never before the captain, for 
these men would not allow a fireman to be 
trought within their majestic presence), and 
logged two days’ pay, because he had the 
‘mantliness to assert the freedom of speech ! 
‘This is only an outline of .what the work- 
sleep-and-eat-slaves of the sea have to. put 


———» 


up with from the officers of their own 
department. If the firemen have half-an- 
hour’ to spare after they get washed—God 
knows how they wash, as there is little or 
no.convenience for them to do so—and come 
‘on deck, they are sure to be in the wrong 
place. For a deck officer will come along 
and order them to the other side of the ship, 
or else tell them to get forward to their 
room. Even landsmen like the coeks and 
bakers are down on the firemen, for if some 
half-starved Italian or German emigant 
makes a raid on the galley or baker’s shop, 
it is put down at once to the firemen, so 
they are hardly ever out of trouble on board 
ship. To conclude, I believe marine fire. 
men receive more inhuman treatment than 
any other class of toilers afloat or ashore.

WHO'S TO.BLAME? 


At Liverpool, Aug. 24, judgment was given as t> 
the stranding of the screw steamer H-athmore, on 
the Harry Furlong Reef, off Cemlyn Point, Angle- 
sea, onthe 8th instant,’to the effect that the cause 
of the stranding was in the first. place the master 
over-estimatiug his distance from Point Lynas at 
9 p.m., and subsequently in not allowicg for the 
strong flood tide setting against him, and hauling 
to the southward topo soon, having mistaken some 
light he saw for the Skerries. fhe court is of 
opinion that the master is not in default, but 
committed a grave error of judgment, and there- 
fore does not deal with his certiticate. 

The report of the Court of Inquiry held a: 
Savaonah-la-Mar, Jamaica, into the stranding and 
loss of the steamship Atalanta, of Loudon, 294 tons 
off Savannah-la-Mar, on Dec. 5, 1890, states :—The 
Court considers, as regards the stranding, that 
Captain Cook was guilty of a wrongful act in 
steering a ‘dangerous course, and in not taking 
proper precautions to ascertain the position of hi. 
ship from time to time. His certificate was there- 
fore suspended for nine months from the date of 
casualty, the 5th of December, 180. As to the 
subsequent loss, the Court is unable to furm an 
certain opinion. ‘The Court consider that it is their 
duty in the in‘erests of the public to bring befo e 
the Governor the fact that passenger vessels trad- 
ing between Jamaica and foreign ports are in th» 
havit of sailing with only onecer:ificated navigatir g 
officer, and they woul: respectfully suggest thi t 
under the powe1s given by Li aud 1 Vict., Chapur 
104, Section ¥8&, the Legi-lative Councit may se 
fit to render the provi-ions of Section 146 of tle 
above-mentioned statute imperative upon all vessels 
carrying passengers from this island. 











EXTENSIVE SMUGGLING.—At West Ham Police 
Court, oa Monday, Daniel Mathieson, 35, third offic er 
of the steamship City of Venice, Victoria Docks 
was charged with concealing on board the vessel 
13} lo. of cigars and 2} Ib. of tobacco, of the single 
value and duty of £1 15s. 6d. Defendant pleaded 
gui.ty, was ordered to pay the dauble value and 
daty, £21 11s, or-in default two months’ imprison- 
ment. 

Co-OPERATORS.—The gathering tozethrr of the 
whole working class in a Co-operative Usion cn the 
one hand, and ima Federation of Trade Unions on 
the other, woul? make the workers prectica'ly para- 
mount in the’State. The orgavisation of workers a3 
consumers would efféctually prevent any atteuipt on 
the part of capitalists and landlords to bribec rtain 
sections of the working class by the promise of high 
money wages to suppc rt a Protectionist policy in its 
legislative forn?, import duties, or in its economic 
form, trusts, and capitalist comhinatio:s to raise 
prices. And ifthe officials of these twin Fed ra ions 
representing the primeval interests of consumption 
and ptoduttion, were to unite in solemn compact 
then it would be comparat:vely e2sy to weed out of 
the community those who consume without pro- 
ducing+the parasites of all «lasses; while those 
who at present produce without ccnsuming their 
full portion would be raised to a higher place in the 
nationat banquet. That this result cannot be 
accomplisbed without resort to legislation, the ont- 
‘come of compulsory association, has, I think, been 
clearly demonstrated. But before we can have a 
fully developed democracy, the nation at large must, 
possess those moral characteristics which have 
enabled co-operators to introduce democratic self- 
government into @ certain portion of the industry, 
commerce, and finance of the nation. It is, there- 
fore, as moral reformers that co-operators pre- 
eminently deserve the place in the vanguard of 
human progréss.— Beatrice Potter.

ANOTHER UNION VICTORY. 
To the Editor of * Seafaring.” 

DEAR Srx,—In reference to the case of the crew 
of the s.s. International, for whom I recent'y 
recovered substantial sums as wages, as reported 
on page 14 of your last week's issue, under the 
heading of * Masters Beware,” I shall be glad if 
you will mention in your next number that although 
notice of »ppeal was given at the time, the owners 
hive since thought better of the matter and have 
p id me the amounts ordered by the Court, and 
aso the full amount of wages of several other 
members of the Union who formed part of the 
crew at the time but who did not turn up in time 
to have their cases entered in Court. The total 
amount I have received as wages is £64 10s. 7d., 
which the owners have had to pay twice over, as 
they shipped a fresh crew at Phillipville in the 
place of the men that were taken ashore in custody 
and for whom I have recovered full wages, from the 
time of their going on shore to the time of the 
ship's arrival in Rogland. The case was important 
in showing the absolutely clear right which every 
member of a British crew has to see the Consul 
p:r-ooally at any port where he has a bond fide 
¢ mplaint to make, and he is not bound to te put 
of with an interview with an interpreter or clerk 
of the Consul’s, as was attempted ia the pre-ent 
case. The chief point is that he should distinctly 
insist on seeing the Consul for the purpose of 
making a complaint or to complain. There should 
be no doubt on this point. —Yours truly,

WHAT THE UNION DOES. 
Fo the Editor of “ Seafaring.” 

Simn,— Would you kindly give us space in your 
widely circulated columns to give expression of our 
gratitude for what the Seamen’s Union has just 
done for us, that it may be read by those seamen 
wh» fail to see the advantages of belonging to the 
Union. We, the undersigned tiremen, baving com- 
pleted a round yovage of six months in a steamer 
to the colonies and back, presented ourselves at the 
pay table of the Board of Trade Office, Poplar, on 
Monday, Aug. 13, but on receiving our accounts of 
wages, we were saddled with the following deduc- 
tons: Wages of two firemen shipped by the 
captain under compulsion, and coals and stores 
used while ship was so detained, amounting in all 
to £60. Weconsulted the secretary of our Union 
at Green’s Home, and he instructed us to refuse to 
submit to any deductions from our wages, and the 
Union would fight the matter out. The matter was 
promptly placed in the hands of the Union 
solicitur, with the result that on Friday last we 
recovered at the Thames Police Court full amount 
of our wages, with costs. But for the Union we 
would have been compelled to accept what the 
captain chose to offer us, namely, £60 short of the 
amount due tous. We have to express our appre- 
ciation of the kindness of Mr. A. Mercer, secretary 
Green’s Home Branch, for making the necessary 
advances for cur support pending the action, and to 
Mr, I. W. i'r wn, our Union solicitor, for so ably 
piloting this case through the court.—We are,

ANOTHER STRIKE AT SOUTHAMPTON. —Anoth r 
strike in the shipbuilding industry, the full extent 
of which is not yet apparent, commenced at South- 
ampton on Saturday.

ARMS FOR SEAMEN. 


When a deed is done for Freedom, through the 
broad earth’s aching breast 

Runs a thrill of joy prophetic, trembling on from 
east to west, : 

And the slave, where’er he cowers, feels the soul 
within bim climb 

To the awful verge of manhood, as the energy 
sublime 

Of a century bursts full-blossomed on the thorny 
stem of Time. 


And no truer deed was ever done for Free- 
dom than the work of James Russell Lowell, 
author of these lines, not merely by 
reason of what it did for the emancipation 
of the American slaves, but because his 
work is, as a contemporary puts it, the 
armoury of the reformer, bristling with 
weapons ready to his hand, and 
his poems “supply an unexampled 
store of texts, of watchwords, of rallying 
cries, of psalms for those who wage fierce 
fights against wrong and injustice in any 
part of the world. They are 
utterances which a sore-tried man can stay 
his soul upon, and from which he can draw 
unfailing stores of faith and courage and of 
high resolve. To all who toil and labour, 
and suffer for the right, Lowell brings the 
strong consolation of calm confidence and 
joyous prophecy of certain victory :— 

“ Though the cause of Evil prosper, yet ’tis Truth 

alone is strong, 
And, albeit she wanders outcast now, I see around 
her throng 


Troops of beautiful tall angels to enshield her from 
all wrong.” 


How much the reformer needs this 
confidence of victory is told in Lowell's 
own words :— 


My God! when I read o’er the bitter lives 

Of men whose eager heats were quite too great 
To beat beneath the cramped mode of the day, 
And see them mocked at by the world they love, 
Haggling with prejudice for pennyworths 

Of that reform which their hard toil will make 
The common birthright of the age t> come— 
When I see this. spite of my faith in God, 

I marvel how their hearts bear up so long; 

Nor could they, but for this same prophecy, 
This inward feeling of the glorious end. 


Just as the songs of Dibden did 
more to man the Navy than all the press 
gangs, just as her poets were the real 
creatcrs of German Unity, and as poetry 
lighted the torch of Freedom in France, 
so the poems of Lowell have done much 


to arouse the oppressed from the depths 
of despair. To quote him again :— 


God wills, man hopes; in common souls 
Hope is but vague and undefined, 

Till from the poet’s tongue the message rolls 
A blessing to his kind. 


As Tennyson puts it :— 


And here the poet for his art 
Not all in vain may plead, 

The song that stirs a natioa’s heart 
Is in itself a deed. 


A noble and splendid deed in Lowell’s 
case, stirring not merely one nation’s heart, 
but all the freedom-loving world :— 


Praise to the bard! his words are driven 
Like flower seeds by the far winds sown; 
Where’er beneath the skies of heaven 
The birds of Fame have flown. 


In his work Lowell has left behind a 
priceless inheritance to the world—an in- 
heritance especially priceless to toiling and 
oppressed men and women. It was his 
ambition to write some 


— —simple word, which now and then 
Shall waken their free nature in the weak 
And friendless sons of men. 


and he wrote it. As he elsewhere says :— 


Where’er thy wildered crowd of brethren jostles, 
Where’er there lingers but one shade of wrong, 

There still is need of martyrs and apostles, 
There still are texts for never-dying song. 


Choosing such texts as he did, Lowell 
surely is 
——crown’d at last with those 
Who live and speak for aye. 


As long as men read and love the Sermon 
on the Mount, as long as they love Truth 
and Freedom, Lowell should be read and 
loved. Get his poems and read them, is our 
advice to all who have not yet done so. 
You will persovally be the better for the 
perusal, and if it be your privilege to plead 
the cause of the oppressed, his poems will 
furnish you with many a passage that will 
strike home to the heart. Here, selected 
at random and from memory, are a few 
samples :— 

TO W. L. GARRISON. 


Ina small chamber, frien iless and unseen, 
Toiled o'er his types one poor, unlearned young 
man, 
The place wa; da‘k, unfurnitured, and mean ;— 
Yet there the freedom of a race began, 


O Truth! O Freedom! how are ye yet born 
In the rude stable, in the manger nursed! 
What humble hands unbar those gates of morn, 
Through which the splendours of the New Day 
burst! 
“ * * 
Whatever can be knowa of earth we know, 
Sneered Europe’s wise mea, in their snuil shell 
curled ; 
No! said one man in Genoa, and that No 
Out of the dark created this New World.

Mea! whose boast it is that ye

THE WIDOWAND THE SHIP- 
PING FEDERATION. 


A correspondent writes :—Permit me 
through the pages of your valuable journal 
to convey my sincere gratitude to the 
various seamen and firemen of Glasgow, 
for the generous response they made to the 
subscription collected on my behalf by 
officials of the Seamen’s Union, in connec- 
tion with the death of my son. For the 
encouragement of many seamen’s wives, 
who may be misled by the inducements 
held out by the Shipping Federation to 
wean them and their husbands from 
paying up the weekly contribution of 6d, 
and accepting the tempting bait held out 
by the Shipowners’ Association, of receiving 
the same wages and also a compensatory 
benefit of £25 on the death of a husband 
or other male relative; my experience, 
I hope, will act as a warning to them in 
future, not to be misled by such hollow 
promis:s. 

I would like to tell my experience in my 
own way, and compare the treatment I 
received at the hands of the Shipping 
Federation with tbat of the Seamen’s 
Union. My son, although a financial 
member of the Seamen’s Union, was 
compelled much against his will, owing 
to dull times, to accept the Federa- 
tion “ticket” in order to get aship. He 
signed articles to join a Federation ship. 
On his way to join the vessel he was 
accidentally killed; so little was thought 
of the matter by those in charge of 
the steamer, though his clothes were on 
board and he was known, the captain re- 
fused to gu on shore and identify his 
remains, or to comply with the duty in- 
cumbent upon him of leaving his deceased 
seaman’s effects on shore with the proper 
authorities, although desired to do so. I 
applied to the Federation officials for 
the £25-compensation advertised, but my 
messenger was abruptly informed they 
knew nothing of any such claim, and con- 
temptuously ordered to leave the office. 

Being a helpless widow, entirely de- 
pendent on my son’s support, I was greatly 
distressed at this unexpected rebuff, and 
knew not how to set about providing for 
his decent interment. To be brief, after 
much anxious thought I sent for a 
genial and sympathetic secretary of the 
Seamen's Union, and after laying my 
case before him, he willingly advanced 
me the necersary sum to have my son's re- 
mains buried, promising to bring the 
matter before the members at first meeting, 
with the result that they not only gave me 
a grant from the Union funds, but immedi- 
ately agreed to open asubscription sheet on 
my behalf, from which I have realised close 
upon £12, 








I am informed this money has been 
largely subscribed by the seamen and fire- 
men sailing in the Allan Line and Donald- 
son Line, and to these, and all who have so 
kindly supported me in my distress, I again, 
in conclusion, return my most sincere and 
heartfelt thanks. 





NAUTICAL NEWS. 


THE steamtug Stormcock, with the Utopia in tow, 
bas sailed from Gibraltar for Glasgow. 

CLYDE shipowners anticipate an enormous ship- 
ment of grain this autumn from the other side. 

Reports from Russia state that the sbip- 
building yards there are particularly busy at 
present. 

Messrs. ARMSTRONG, MircHEeLL & Cot, New- 
castle, have received an order for another oil tank 
vess 1 for foreign owners. 

Work was resumed, Aug. 21, at Govan, Partick, 
and Whiteinch, on the Clyde, after the strike, 
which has lasted seven weeks. 

TEN more whaleback steamers are to be built by 
the Messrs. McDougall at Duluth, in addition to 
the two now afloat for ocean freighting. 

: Report dated Caen, Aug. 20, says: Amy A. 
Lane sailing (? arrived) Aug. 19, from Pensacola 
with wood; captain died in port at Pensacola, first 
officer in charge. 

CONSIDERABLE anxiety is fe’t at Grimsby as 
to the safety of the crew of the cod smack Lord 
Lyon, which sailed from that port with a crew of 
ten hanes for the Iceland cod fishery. 

INFORMATION has been received at Stornoway 
that Mr. Peter Pope, chief officer of the large ship 
Penthesilea, of Liverpool, was washed overboard on 
a voyage from San Francisco to Dunkirk. 

THE Liverpool Local Marine Board have sus- 
pended for six months the certificate of Mr. J. H. 
Sheril', late second engineer of the Titanic, after 
hearivg a charge of drunkenness against him. 

For drunkenness while acting as chief mate of 
the British ship JZteciprocity, at Liverpool, on 
May 12, Mr. George Muvro had his certificate 
suspended by the Bristol Local Marine Board, on 
Aug. 24. 

A NEW port of great importance as regards its 
commercial relations has recently been opened in 
China to Eurepean ships—that of Chung-King of 
Tchsung-King. the cen're of the Western part of 
the large As‘atic Empire. 

Exprr, Dempster & Co., of Liverpool, London, 
Hamburg, Grand Canary, etc., have taken over the 
management of the African Steamship Company, 
whose capital has just been increased to one million 
sterling. 

ATELEGRAM from San Francisco states that 
astorm occurred on July 2l at Nagasaki, causing 
much damage and entailing the loss of eleven lives. 
At Ashufa a number of foreign vessels were lost, 
and their crews are missing. 

THE ‘oss of shipping in. the rece.t cyclone at 
Martinique was so great that the governor of the 
island has been compelled to al ow for ign vesse's 
to carry on the coasting trade, in order that the 
people may not starve. 

BRITISH sbip Znchlonga, at Dunkirk from Bomt ay, 
reports that during the voyage one of the firemen 
murderous}y assaulted Mr. Craig, the chief engineer, 
and severely wounded him in the head. The 
assailaut arrived in irons between decks, and will 
be taken to Cardiff for trial. 

AN explosion has occurred on board the schooner 
Allegra, lying in Tyne Dock. The captaiv, Mr. N. 
Johnston, was severely burned about the face and 
tands. The ves-el is laden with small coals, and 
the explosion is supposed to have occurred from an 
accumulation of gas in the cabin. 

LAST Sunday evening while the passengers were 
lauding at St. Leonards Pier from a steamer a man 
fellthrough an open grating into the sea. Two 
onlookers succeeded in saving the drowning man. 
The steamer was at one timein danger of capsizing 
owing to a rush of pas-engers to the side. 

A New YorK contemporary says the patent logs 
that have been in use for many years have been 
found to be practically useless, or at Jeast quite 
unreliable for use in recording hizh speeds at:sea, 
and the Navy Department has found much trouble 
in the determination of the speed made by the fast 
cruisers and torpedo boats. 

As the steamer City of Lincoln was leaving the 
Br cklebank Dock, Liverpool, bound to Montreal, 
Aug, 21, a seaman, name unknown, who was going 
down the fore hatch, fell and sustained a fractnre 
of the right thigh and otherinjuries, He was Cote 
veyed ashore and taken to the Northern Hospital, 
where he lies in a very bad condition, 





ON Monday a new fast cruiser was added to the 
Royal Navy by the delivery to the Medway Steam 
Reserve authorities of the Zhetis, which has been 
built by Messrs. J.& G. Thomson & Co., of Glasgow. 


AN inquiry has been held before the South 
Shields Local Marine Board respecting charges of 
drunkenness against John Huggett, late chief mate 
of the screw steamer Rocvklands, of West Hartle- 
pool, Captain Buck, of the Rocklands, gave. evi- 
dence respecting Huggett having been drunk at 
Archangel and Plymouth, and unable to perform 
his duties. The drunkenness was admitted, and 
the Court suspended Huggett’s certificate for three 
months, 


THE long correspondence relative to the emp!oy- 
ment of British naval officers in the Chinese navy, 
which has been conducted between the British and 
Chinese authorities, has ended in the decision of 
the former that no British officers shall henceforth 
take service in the navy of China. All officers at 
present serving in the navy of the Celestial Empire 
have received notice that they will not be permitted 
to renew their engagements with the Chinese 
authorities. The matter arose out of the gross 
insult offered to Admiral Lang in Hong Kong 
harbour last year, when his flag was hauled down 
by a Chinese officer, 


ILLEGALLY Supplying SHAMEN.— At Bow- 
street Police Court, James Neil, of Abbot’s-road, 
Poplar, has appeared in answer to two summonses 
charging him under the Merchant Shipping Act 
wth demanding and receiving from Charles Arthur 
Blackman £3, and Alfred Ward £5, for providing 
them with employment on board the ship Wairn- 
shire. Defendant pleaded guilty, and was fined £5 
and £3 costs on each of the summonses, The 
magistrate directed the money that had been paid 
by the men to be refunded. 


AID TO SHIPWRECKED CREWS.—The Board of 
Trace have received a- life-saving medal of the 
the second class and two lifv-saving medals of the 
third class which have teen awarded.by the 
Norwegian Governmeut to James D, les, master, 
and William Smith and G, Sidney, seamen, of the 
fishing-smack James, of Grimsby, in recognition of 
their services in rescuing the shipwrecked crew of 
the abandoned Norwegian vessel Hardangeren, in 
February, 1889. The Board of Trade have awarded 
a binocular glass to Mr. C, Granzow, master of the 
German steamship W:pper, of Stettin,in recognition 
of his kindness and humanity to the shipwrecked 
crew of the fishing-smack 7wo Brothers, of Grimsby, 
whom he rescued at sea on the 14th inst. 


RoyAtu NAVAL EXuHIBITION.—The blue jackets 
of H.M.S. Cambridge, who have been giving daily 
representations of cutlass and field gua drill at the 
Royal Naval Exhibition for the past six weeks, 
went through their last performance on Saturday 
afternoon. On marching into the arena the men 
were addressed by Admiral Sir Wm... Dowell, 
K.C.B., who read tothem a Jetter from the Prince 
of Wales, expressing the great satisfaction with 
which he had heard of their excellent conduct 
during their stay in.London for duty at the Exhibi- 
tion. On bebalf of the Executive Sir William 
thanked the men for the services they had rendered, 
and complimented them most highly on the smart- 
ness with which their drills had been invariably 
executed. The Exhibition was visited Jast week by 
88,657 persons, bringing the grand total since the 
opening to 1,505,095. 

WRECKED ON AN UNINHABITED ISLAND.—The 
steamship Zongariro, just arrived at Plymouth 
from New Zealand, brought news of the loss of the 
Compadre, of Liverpool, Captain D. Jones, on some 
rocks off the Au‘kland Islands, south of New 
Zealand, and the detention of the survivors of her 
crew 109 days on an un‘nhabited island. The 
Compadre left Calcutta with a cargo of jute for 
Talcahuano, Chili. On March 16 the after-hold 
was discovered to be on fire. When the ship was 
to the windward of the North Cape, Auckland 
Islands, all hope of saving the vessel was given up. 
She was rapidly sinking, and it was resolved to 
steer towards the rocks in the hope of saving life. 
Previous to striking a quantity of oil was poured 
on the water over the stern, which greatly reduced 
the violence of the sea. All hands got on the 
jibboom, and the vessel struck with a great crash, 
when everyone jumped for the rocks and succeeded 
in getting on shore. For the first few days they 
suffered severely from want of food, clothing, and 
re t, uatil a dep6t maintained on the island for the 
relief of shipwrecked seamen was discovcrel. The 
crew shared the stores, and caught several shecp 
and goats, and bird life was found in abundarce. 
One of the crew, Peter Nelson, was lost in the bush, 
while the men were on the island, and though a 
thorough search was made for him, no trice could 
be found. The survivors were taken off the island 
on July 6, by a_ sealing schooner, the Janet 
Ramsay, and landed at the Bluff, * 
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(From Special Correspondents.)

MERSEY DISTRICT. 


The ordinary weekly meeting of Liverpool No. 1 
Branch was. held on 24th inst., and was well 
attended; Mr. J. Rogers in the chair, Mr. J. Ballin 
the vice-chair, After routine. business, the case of 
W. Weir, a member of the Branch, was discussed. 
The engineer of the s.s. Yorkshire came to this 
office and stated he wished to have only Union men, 
provided the Union would undertake that they 
should be competent, and in other respects desir- 
able men to engage. He selected his men from a 
large number who were anxious for the job in this 
office. Before the men signed the secretary 
addr:ssed them, and requested them to reflect 
credit on the Union, and keep to their agreement. 
On the vessel returning to Liverpool, the engineer 
complained litterly of the misconduct of many of 
these men, stating that the owners were determined, 
if this was to be taken as a specimen of Union 
men, to guard against such troubles in the future 
by engaging coolies in Rangoon. W. Weir, for no 
cstensible reason, deserted the vessel in London, 
after havirg received an advance note. [t was 
pointed out that the Branch secretary was now in 
treaty with two firms of steamship owners for an 
agreement to engage only Union sailors and firemen 
ou board their steamers ; and unless we could show 
them that the Union is determired that its mem- 
bers will do what is right and just, and deal 
severely with refractory members, little success 
can be anticipated in this direction. The memter 


in default was fined the maximum penalty, viz, 


£3. The secretary then addressed the meeting on 
the subject of the best way of dealing with re- 
fractory members. It was urged that if we expect 
and desire shipowners to enter into agreements 
with us to take on/y Union men on their vessels, it 
behoves us to show them that we are prepared to 
supply a better article than the boarding masters, 
and further, we must show that the Union has con- 
trol over its members as regards their conduct—a 
control which the boarding masters neither have 
nor desire to have ; their only object being to shuffle 
a man off to sea after squeezing him dry, and not 
to trouble their heads as to whether he gives satis- 
faction or not. The Union undertakes to see that 
men go on board sober and fit for duty, and 
is in no sense interded to uphold its members 
in wrong-doing and injustice, whether to their fellow 
members or to their employers. Whilst the Union 
is instituted mainly to protect the interests of its 
members, yet it is to be regretted that there are 
members, or, ra’ her “ paper Unionists.” who are so 
grossly ignorant of the first yrinciples of Trades 
Unionism as to think that the influence of the 
Union will be utilised on their behalf when they 
break their agreements, and by their misconduct 
bring discredit on the Union and their fellow mem- 
bers. This kind of thing can be no longer t lerated, 
and the experience of the past bas shown that half 
measures withsuch men are worse than useless, and 
that some much more stringent course will have to 
be adopted before a salutary discipline can be main- 
tainedin this respect. The only w-y to deal with 
members who will not. ati e by the rvles of the 
Unionis to expel them at once. The Union would 
be better without such men. ‘Ihey are, as a rule, 
men who only pay their contributions on compul- 
sion, and are generally heavy iu arrears. Kick 
them out, and publish their names in the “ black 
list””in SHAFARING, so that in future they can no 
longer disgrace the Union, which was not intended 
as an asylum for loafers and diunkards. The main 
object of the Union is to elevate and improve the 
existing condition of seamen z:nd firemen, and to 
do so efficiently it must shake off those who, having 
no respect for themselves, cannot be expected to 
haye any respect for the Union to which they 





profess to be members. The following bye-law 
was submitted for discussion to carry these views 
into effect :—“ Bye-law of the Liverpool Branch 
passed Aug. 24, 1891.—Clause 1. On and after the 
passing of this bye-law, any member of the Union 
shipping or serving on board avy steamship or 
sailing vessel in the Port of Liverpool whose onners 
have agreed, or may hereafter agree, to give prefer- 
ence to Union men, and who shall bring discredit 
on the Union by being guilty of any of the herein- 
after mentioned offences whilst serving on board such 
vessel, on complaint of the commanding oflicer or 
chief engineer, after due inquiry into the facts of 
the case,and on proof of the offence or offences 
having been committed (to the satisfaction of the 
Branch secretary and members in meeting assem- 
bled) shall be fined the maximum penalty allowed 
by rule, viz., £3, which shall go to the Branch 
management fund of the Pranch to which the 
member belongs, and in defau't of the payment of 
this fine within 7 days of its being inflicted, the 
member, or members’ name or rames sball be 
crossed off the books, and he or they shall be forth- 
with expelled the Union, acd the names of such 
offenders, with the Branch to which they belong 
and other particulars, shall be published in SEPA 
FARING, posted on the Branch notice board, and a 
copy forwarded to the master and chief engineer 
o! every such vessel at least once a month. Clause 2. 
Offences hereinbefore 1eferred to: (a) Failing to 
appear on board such vessel at the kour ordered or 
betore the crew are mustered, or failing to sail in 
such vessel after signing agreement to do s0; fine 
£3, or expulsion. (b) Joining any such vessel unfit 
for duty, caused by drunkenness or immorality; 
fine £3, or expulsion. . (c) Taking spirits or other 
intoxicating drinks on board any such vessel when 
joining her ; fine £3, or capulsion. (d) Refusing to 
obey any lawful commands whilst se:ving on board 
such vessel; fine £3, expulsion (e) Desertion from 
any such vessel; fine £3, or expulsion. (f) Using 
abusive language to, or assaulting any cflicer 


on board any such vessel (except in self- 
defence); fine £3, or expulsion. (g) Using 
abusive language to, assaulting, or refusing 


to comply with the directions of the Branch 
secretary or delegate in attendance on such vessel 
when sailing. Fine £3o0rerpulsion. (h) Refusing 
to give up Union cards to the delegate or other 
Union official in attendance for the purpose of 
being handed to the commanding officer or chief 
engineer of any such vessel to Le held by them until 
the termination of the voyage. Fine £3 or 
expulsion. Clause (3). A printed copy of this bye- 
law shall be posted in the torecastle or deck hou-e 
of every such vessel (with the permission of the 
owners cr marine superintendent). and prominently 
displayed ia all Live: pool Branch offices. Clause (+.) 
Any delegate neglecting to report (in writirg) such 
offending members shall te fined by special resolu- 
tion of the Branch. (Clause 5 enforcement clause) 
In the the event of the Branch secretary neglecting 
to enferce this bye-law (after a case has been 
brought uncer his notice, and es hereinbefore 
provided), he shall be hereby fined a sum nct 
exceeding £1 for every neglect of duty. Some 
member objected that this was too stringent, others, 
tbat it could not be enforced. Arguments ar se 
for and against, one member urged that the 
secretary would be very o!ten subject to the £1 
fine in the case of members of other Branches, and 
asked how would the bye-Jaw be enforced in these 
instances? The secretary yfointed out that there 
bye-laws only referred to certain lines sailing from 
Liverpool, and any member of another Branch 
desirous of serving ia these pirticular lines would 
koow before hand that he was thereby bringing 
himself under the scope of this bye-law, and inthe 
even of the Executive Council confirming the sane 
it would be binding on all members of the Union 
sailing in such lines only. The particular lines 
referred to would ke duly notified to every 
Brench of the Union. After an animated di:- 
cussion in which Mr. W. Nicholson took part 
and supported the passing of the bye-laws, 
ths same was passed almost unanimously 
Various members’ cases under Rule XV. were dealt 
with, also the cases of N. W. Walker (265) ard 
H. Symes (1,468), who are in arrears, and it was 
decided to keep them on tie books. A person 
named John Nash, who re; resented himself to be a 
member of the Swansea Brancb, but prcduced no 
proof of his being a member, and appeared to be 
aggrieved that the secretary would not disbur:e 
the money of the Union in the shape of a shiz- 
wreck claim before he had communicated with 
Swansea Branch to ascertain whether he is a 
member or not, caused some amusement by threzt- 
ening the secretary with a report of his (the secie- 
tary’s) conduct in not breaking the rules as to 
shipwreck claims by paying him off-hand merely 
on demand. He shook the dust off his feet, vowirg 
to report the matter in Swansea, and the hope wi 
expressed. that he would do so, coupled with tLe - 
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well-meant advice that he would “keep his hair 
on.” The delegates’ reports brought the meeting 
to a close after the hope was expressed that 
Birkenhead and Bortle would pass a similar bye- 
law, as the Liverpool Branch intends to make no 
distinction as to what Branch a member belongs 
to when desirous of entering into any firm which 
the Liverpool Branch may enter into exclusive 
arrangements with, and will offer equal facilities 
to the members of either of those Branches in the 
real spirit of unity, but will expect their loyal 
co-operation in its efforts to enforce discipline. 


Bootle Branch held their usval weekly meeting 
Tuesday last, the 25th inst., Mr. J. Lynas, vice- 
president, in the chair. Before the meeting 
epened a motion was carried to allow Mr. 
Christopher Kenny, the delegate of the Dock 
Labourers’ Union, to remain during the meeting. 
The usual routine was gone through, and afterwards 
the secretary was instructed to pay the quarter’s 
rent. The proposed provision sca!e was then freely 
discussed, and after several members had given 
their opinion, it was unanimously resolved that it 
be accepted. The fine for scabbing during the 
late strike was the discussed, some of the members 
being of opinion that it was stopping the progress 
of the Branch, and it was proposed by Mr. 
Edwards, and seconded by Mr. Monaghan, that a 
committee composed of members of the three 
Branches be called to finally settle the matter. As 
an amendment, Mr. McNulty moved that no com- 
mittee be called, as he thought it was advisable to 
let the fine remain as it is; seconded by Mr. 
McArdle. On being put to the meeting the motion 
was carried by nine votes to three. Mr, Edwards 
tendered bis resigration as the selection of the 
Branch to the Newcastle Trades Union Congress, 
and it was accepted on the motion of Mr, 
McKevitt, seconded by Mr. Roberts. Mr. J. 
Monaghan was then voted in his stead; pro- 
posed by Mr. Edwards, seconded by Mr. Wilson, 
and carried. It was also resolved that Mr. 
Courtenay get a loan of £1 cut of the Branch 
management fund. There was a great deal of dis- 
cussion about non-Unionists, and several members 
members passed their opinion. Mr. McNulty was 
of opinion that something should be done to stop 
these people from sailing alongside of honest men. 
He described them as mean-spirited beyond con- 
ception, and not fit persons to sail with, as they 
were getting and enjoying the benefits the Union 
had got them, and were too paltry to help to keep 
those benefits up. Mr. Kenny, of the Dock 
Labourers’ Union, said that in his opinion, the only 
way to stop these men is by all classes being joined 
together, and then they could make it bad for the 
non-Unionist and- the man in arrears; he also 
believed that the day was close at hand when this 
would be so. The meeting then adjourned. 


Boundary-street (Liverpool No. 4) Branch held 
its usual weekly meeting on Aug, 19, but few mem- 
bers being present, the majority being at sea. Mr, 
McCracken was elected to the chair for the evening. 
The minutes, correspondence, and financial state- 
ment were approved. The secretary having been 
asked if he knew anything in relation to the 
threatened strike, replied that they knew as much 
from the papers as he did in the matter. There 
was nothing of the kind anticipated as far as he 
knew, and he hoped there would be nothing of the 
kind in Liverpool for some years to come, if ever, 
but that there were a few shipowners who were, and 
have been, trying to provoke something of this 
kind for some tine, and that, as far as he (Mr. 
McGovern) could judge, the letter of Mr. Nicholson 
was a note of warning to both sides—to the ship- 
owners not to force anything, and to the Union to 
be always ready. The secretary added that as far 
as he knew the Mersey district officials they would 
do any'hing in their power to avoid any trouble at 
any time, but shou!ld they be pushed they were 
ready to stand by their gans at any time, as they 
were well aware there were plenty of men and 
solid ammuvition to back them. On the motion of 
Mr. M. Clive a motion of thanks to the chair brought 
the meeting to a close. 


The week!y meeting of the Birkenhead Branch 
was held at the rooms, 12, Taylor-strect, on Monday, 
14th in t., Mr. H. Stading presiding. The minutes 
of the previous meeting, together wi'h corresp nd- 
ence received, and financial statement for week 
ending Aug. 22 having been read and passed, names 
of new members enrolled during the week were 
read ani accepted to membership. The question 
of a number of A. Holt, E-q’s s‘eamers being trans- 
fered from the English to the Durch flag was then 
gove into, and after a full and explicit explanation 
had been given by the secretary, it was moved by 
R. Trevellick, seconded by Thos. Hinde, “that, 
having heard the explavation of our secretary in 
reference to the transfer of some of the steamers of 
the Ocean Steam Ship Company from the English 
tothe Dutch flag, that we, the members of this 





Branch, are quite satisfied with the terms offered, 
and hereby express ourselves ever willing to sup- 
port and assist the said Company in the carrying 
out of any agreement entered into respecting the 
manning of their steamers,” and, on being put to 
the meeting, was carried unanimously.

The Secre- 
tary, in opening the meeting, said he should have 
liked to have made an inaugural address to the 
members, but he hoped they would excuse him at 
present, as the amount of business to be got 
through neces-itated him deferring it till some 
future time, when he would erplain the p'ans and 
mode of procedure he intended to carry out for the 
Branch’s welfare. He then read the minutes of 
the general meeting for Aug. 10, which were 
adopted. The minutes of general meeting for 
Aug. 17 were next read and adopted, and minutes 
of special meetirg for Aug. 18 were also read and 
adopted. The special meeting minutes of Aug. 19 
were read and adopte!; but on asking for com- 
ments, Bro. R. Smith tock umbrage against them, 
saying they were not a full and authentic record 
of the business which happened, as a member at 
that meeting said he was not a fit and proper 
person to stand for election as secretary, as he had 
absconded from Leith while secretary there. Bro. 
Smith, denying this, called upon the general secre- 
tary, who was present, to state the matter to the 
members in full, the general secretary explaining 
to the members, through some oversight an error 
of £30 had occurred in his books, which he could 
not account for, anc, that being so, he appealed in 
person to the Executive Council and stated his 
case, at the same time asking for some of them 
to come down and examice his books, and 
set them right, Mr. England, general treasurer, 
doing so, and on Mr. Englino’s advice he sent in 
his resignat‘on, but no stain was left on his 
character or honesty, avd he wished this state- 
ment to be inserted also in the minutes, and that 
being agreed to, the minutes were carried urani- 
mously. The returns for the week ending August 
15 were next read and adopted. Mr. J. R. Eogland 
at this stage addressed the meeting, stating that 
the general secretary was called to Loncon on im- 
portant business, and that was the reason he was 
there amongst ttem in place of the general secre- 
tary. He was very gratified to see the quiet and 
orderly meeting before him. He gave a bit of 
sound advice to the members how to actin the 
future, and he hoped before long to see the Glas- 
gow Branch in the position it Jong held, the 
premier Branch of the Union. After a very pleas- 
ing address he sat ‘own amidst applause from the 
members. The voting for assistaut secretary for 
the south side office was now proceded with, the 
result of the roll b ing as follows: A. Brown 5 
votes, A. Thomson 42, J. Baird 7; A. Thomson 
was, therefore, duly elected as assistant secretary 
for the south side office. The election of an out- 
side delegate in Bro. A. Thomson’s place was also 
proceed d with, which resulted as follows: A. 
Brown 8 vo'es, A. Donaldson 1, A. Gillanders 3, 
Baird 24, Smith 15; Bro. Ba rd being duly elected. 
Nominatiocs for committee were proceeded with 
in plice of committee. suspended, and were as 
follows:—A. Brown, Chatles Mullen, Thomas 
Stewart, James Ingram, Robert Smith, A. McKeilar, 
Thomas Conway, Fied Evans, Ed. Flaherty, Peter 
McLean. It was moved, aud seconded by Bros. 
Brysen and Flaherty, that no more nominations 
be taken till our next general meeting pigbt, and 
first business done after reading the miautes be 
the electing of committee till the number reach 52. 
The members mentioned being put t» the vote and 
carried. Bro. Baird, being the newly-elected 
delegate, was called upon to give a song which he 





gave extempore, about the doings of the night at 
our meeting, which was highly applauded. Bro, 
Mullen now proposed a hearty of thanks to our 
worthy general treasurer, and Bro. McInnes, in 
endorsiug them, gave a very able and eloquent 
address, in which he hoped that the next time 
our general treasurer came amongst us, he would 
find us again, as once we were, the premier Branch 
of the Union, and also hoped that he would carry 
across the borderto the general secretary, the Execu- 
tive Council, and our English brethren, the good 
wishes and grateful thanks of the Glasgow members 
for their interest in our affairs, at the same time 
tendering to our worthy general treasurer, a hearty 
vote of thanks for the sacrifices he made leaving 
his home ard family to come and assist us, and 
try and put us on an even keel once more, and he 
had no doubt but we would reach that harbour in 
sifety, for which we were all steering—-Prosperity. 
He called upon the members for a rousing hip- 
hurrah, which was given with three times three. 
Mr. J. R. England suitably replied, this concluded 
one of the most orderly and best concluded 
meetings ever heli of the Glasgow Branch. 

Ono Aug. 20 a special meeting was held in the 
Typographical Hall, 102, Maxwell-street, Mr. J. H. 
Wilson, general secretary, in the chair, there being 
also present Mr. J. R. England, general treasurer. 
The general secretary, in opening the meeting, said 
we had met for the purpose of electing a new 
secretary, and he hoped the rules of order would be 
strictly adhered to, and no matter who broke the rules 
of order, if they would not retire when ca!led upon 
to do so, they must be removed by physical force, 
He then proceeded to read out the rules of order as 
they stood. A resolution was movel by Bro, 
Brown, seconded by Bro. Dougherty, that the cbair- 
man be upheld in hisruling. Carried unanimously, 
Bro. Mullen next moved, seconded by Bro. Bryson, 
that each candidate, before election, shall be 
allowed to speak for a quarter of an hour, on the 
policy (if elected) he means to pursue, and his 
views of Trades Unionism in general. Bro. Shum- 
m'n moved,and Bro, Gill seconded, that they be 
allowed ten minutes each to address the meeting. 
The motion was carried by a large majority. Bro. 
Smith moved, and Bro. Barclay seconded, that any 
member can ask questiors of any of the nominees, 
and he shall answer them. Bro, Evans moved, and 
Bro. Shummer seconded, that no questions be asked. 
Motion carried. It was moved and seconded that 
both candidates have their say before answering 
any questions, Carried unanimously. Bros. M, 
Bride and McQuillan both addressed the meeting, 
and gave avery elaborate statement of their views 
of Trades Unionism in general, and their mode of 
procedure in office, if elected, which was highly 
gratifying to the members. A number of questions 
being now asked each member separately, they 
replied, and the voting commenced immediately 
afterwards. Mr. J. R. England (gen. treasurer), 
and R. Lawler, clerk, scrutinised the books 
thoroughly before giving any member his ballot 
paper, to see if members were in compliance 
for voting, whilst two members se'ected by the 
meeting saw fair play, and that ro undue pressure 
was brought to bear on any member voting. During 
the time the election was taking place, the mem- 
bers were treated to a few good songs, in which the 
general secretary took part, as also Bros. Jack and 
Baird. The inve-tigating committee's report, 
which was framed for reading to the members, was 
now proceeded witb, which coincided with the 
members’ wishes, and unanimously adopted as read 
by 83 against 3; majority, 80. The result of the 
election was now made known to the members as 
follows :—R. McBride 106 votes, J. McQuillan 21; 
majority, 85 for R. McBride. This seemed to give 
entire satis‘action to the majority of the members. 
A clerk being wanted to fill McBride's place in the 
South office, oames were taken for nomina‘ion as 
follows:— A. Thomson, A Brown, J. Baird, 
C. Wright ; the election to take place at our general 
meeting on Monday first. After an address by 
Bro. McBride, the successful candidate, the meet- 
ing terminated. 


CARDIFF BRANCH. 


The usual weekly meeting was held on Monday 
evening, the 21th inst, Bro Atkins occupying the 
chair. The minutes of the committee meeting held 
on the previous Fiiday were read, and, with a few 
modifications, contirmed. The Branch secretary, 
in alluding to the fact that Mr. F Wilson, the 
assistant secre’ ary, was now permanently occup‘ed 
at the Union Home, in Hope-street, considered that 
a month’s notice of his removal should have been 
given, as was customary in all such cases. Mr. 
Harrison, the secretary of the Barry and Penarth 
Branch, then moved th t the minutes rela'ing to 
Mr. Wilson lie on the table until a full explanation 
of the matter was forthcoming from some authori- 
tative source. At this point Mr. Gardner entered 
the room, and, on becoming acquainted with the 
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discussion then going on, stated that Mr. Wilson 
had been moved to the home by his authority, or, 
rather, by that of the executive. It was not in- 
tended that the Branch should be deprived to any 
extent of the valuable services of the assistant 
secretary, but the executive, with his own full con- 
currence, thought it advisable, uncer existing 
circumstances, that the expenditure should be re- 
duced to the utmost limit allowed by efficiency. 
He further suggested that whenever Mr. Wilson was 
required at the Branch office his services should te 
immediately secured, and that the Branch should be 
responsible for half the expenses incurred thereby. 
A motion to this effect was then put to the meet- 
ing and carried, with the result that the assistant 
secretary will now have the supervision of all the 
accounts, those of the Branch as well as those of 
the home and stores, and that his salary will be 
derived in equal divisions from each. Mr. Gardner 
forcibly impressed on the members that the home 
and stores were as much a pait of the Union as the 
Branch, and that their interest in the former was 
as great as it wasin the latter. The ability that 
Mr. Wi'son had shown in serving them at the 
Branch office was still at their disposal, and the 
whole discussion seemed to him ample proof of 
their apprec‘ation of the assistant secretary’s efforts 
on their behalf. When the statement of the auditor 
was about to be read the district secretary sug- 
gested that it should remain for a week at the 
Branch offices, so as to afford an opporvunity to 
the members generally to peruse the Gocument and 
make themselves more o less masters of its con- 
tents. They would thus be better able to criticise 
and state their opin‘ons of the condition of things 
of which it was the exponent. Bro. Hollick moved 
a resolution having this end in view, and this 
being duly seconted was c*rried unanimously. 
The s‘atement will now, in acco-dance with this 
motion, be at the We-t Bute-street offices for the 
perusal of any member until Monday next the 
3lst instant, on the evening of which date it 
will again come before the meeting fur discussion, 
Reference was then made to the open attempts 
lately made by local shipowners to lower the rate 
of wages out of this port. The di-t ict secretary 
pointed out to those present that wht he had long 
ago predicted had actually come to pass. He had 
with as much force as he had within him wernd 
them over and over again that whevever the 
Federation had swept into their net a fairly respect- 
able number of sailors and firemen, shipowners 
would at once proceed to cut their wages down. 
His note of warning haa been disregarded by many, 
but his prediction had been fulfilled. An Union 
(in the strict sense of the wo:d) of seamen with 
shipowners was an impossibility at present. Their 
interests now were diametrically opposite. He did 
not, however, despair of a time when such an 
Union might become possible. But it would never 
become so until employers were convinced nilly- 
willy that workmen had rights which could not be 
disregarded, nor trampled un’er foot. By the 
assistance of the boarding masters of the town who 
perceive and none more clearly than they, that 
their interests, are so bound up with those of sea- 
faring men as to be almost identical, the Union had 
been able to thwart the shipowners’ attempts in 
several cases in this and the neighbouriog port of 
Barry. Whensuch efforts only lead to the delay of 
ships for days in the roads, even shipowners, however, 
crass they may be, will eventually see their futility, 
and be obliged to take the sailor and fireman into 
their confidence and treat with them as rational 
beings. Some remarks were then made on the powers 
possessed by the superintendents of mercantile 
marine offices to decide cases wherein sums under 
£5 were in question, It was generally felt that 
such power should not be in their hands, unless 
first the consent of the parties interested were ob- 
tained. That these officials should be enabled to 
decide such cases, and that no appeal could be 
made, by those aggrieved, from their decisions, 
however arrived at, is an unquestionable anomaly 
which should at once be removed. It is to be 
hoped that the Mercantile Marine Boards in the 
different ports will take the matter up, witha view 
toremove the grievance, if it be in their power to 
do so. If not, then public attention should be 
directed to the point, t» the end that the Merchant 
Shipping Act shou'd be amended. :0 far, at least, 
as to give a right of appeal to either side from the 
arbitrary decision of superintendents. 

Sailors and firemen visiting this port are invited to 
make the home in Hope-street their head-quarters 
during their stay on shore. They are boarded hereon 
terms as cheap as they are in any boarding house, 
and they have the additional consolation of being 
honestly and fairly dealt with. The premises are 
provided with everything necessary for their com- 
fort. The table is excellent, and the rooms, from 
the point of view of sanitation, leave nothing to 
be desired. Attached to it there is a spacious 
seading room, which will be soon, through the 





generosity of some of the sailors’ true friends, 
stocked with suitable papers and books. All is 
under the management of one who is a sailor him- 
self, and thoroughly knows how to adapt himself 
and his surroundings to the wants and wishes of 
those whose avocation is carried on on the great 
deep. Further,in connection with the home, there 
are also stores where clothing, etc., of every 
description can be hought 10 or 15 per cent cheaper 
than at any similar business housein the town. A 
good practical cutter is on, the spot, and a perfect 
fit is guaranteed. The great reason why sailors 
and firemen should patronise the home and stores 
is that all the profits accruing from them go to the 
fund of the Union, and the men, in boarding in the 
ove place, and buying their necessary outfit in the 
other, are really helping on the cause of the Union 
which they themselves have formed to he’p them- 
selves. 


DUBLIN BRANCH. 


At the usual weekly mecting, 21st inst., Bro. J. M. 
Maxwell presiding, the minutes and the finarcial 
account being passed as satisfactory, correspon- 
dence was read, including the new provision scale, 
and a long discussion to»k place on that scale, all 
hoping the Union would be able to carry it out. 
Some discussion took place on a letter received 
from Cardiff explaining about the s.s. Abberyieldy. 
It was resolved that the provision scale be adopted, 
also the explavatory letter from Cardiff, and the 
correspondence be accepted. A long discussion 
then ensued relative to local affairs. All the mem- 
bers having taken part in the debate it ended. 
The chairman then addressed the meeting u ging 
on all members, the necessity of organising in their 
Unions.

Jchn Johnson, and secondei by Bro. James 
Mort n, that we the members of the Dublin Bratch 
in meeting assembled tender Mrs. Caffey and her 
children our heartfelt sympathy in the great loss 
they have sustained in a good and loving husband 
and a kind father, and we of a true and devoted 
brother in Unionism. When the motion was put 
all the members rose and carried unanimously in 
silence, the secretary being irstructed to forward 
a copy to the press and a copy to the widow. It 
was then resolved that the meeting adjourn as a 
mark of respect to our deceased brother, 


NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE BRANCH. 


A general meeting was held at the office, Aug. 21, 
the vice-president in the chair. Correspondence 
and weekly financial report were adopted. A long 
discussion ensued regarding the demonstration to 
be held in Newcastle, in connection with the Trades 
Union Congress.

. HULL BRANCH, 


At the Branch meeting, the president in the 
chair, minutes, correspondence, and weekly balarce 
beiog accepted, a loog discussion took piace re- 
garding the transfer of E. Watson, fireman, from 
Penarth and Barry to this Branch, and firal y the 
secretary was instructed to send the particulars of 
the case to head office for the executive to deal 
wth. The result of the trial of the s.s. Inter- 
national, reported in last week’s SEAFARING, gave 
great satisfaction to the members, the case having 
been watched with great interest in Hull, especially 
in shipping circles. It appears this vessel, when 
finished loading at Phillipsville, had a great list 
and the men refused to go to sea in her until she 
was righted. They were then ordered to shift the 
cargo, which they did, and they were then told 
that they would be logged for the detention of the 
ship. The men then told the captain that they 





wished to see the Consul, to lay their complaint 
before him, the consequence being they received 
seven days’ imprisonment, the vessel sailing without 
them. On the arrival of the crew in England the 
Board of Trade prosecuted the captain for not 
allowing the men to go on shore to see the Consul, 
and the Union took the case up for the wages due 
to the men until the arrival of the ship in England. 
The captain was fined 20s. and costs for not allowing 
the men to lodge their complaint, and with regard 
to the wages, his worship gave judgment for the 
full amount claimed, viz, £37 6%. 9d. This is 
indeed a victory ! 


MIDDLESBROUGH BRANCH. 


The general meeting was held on Monday, 
Aug. 24, under the presidency of Mr. John Brown, 
when the minutes, after discussion, were adopted. 
Correspondence from head office, Leith, and other 
Branches was then read, and accepted. Mr. Rizey 
then said he had a pleasant duty to perform, and 
that was to present the secretary (Mr. Geo.

LEITH BRANCH. 


At the weekly general meeting of the Branches 
held on Thursday, Aug. 2), in the Labour Hall, 
Bro.

impossible for the men to obtain their stores for a 
fuur weeks’ voyage in an hour, for she was a weekly 
steamer, and the Company does not allow half-pay 
ncr advance when the ships are away. The chair- 
man then addressed the meeting on latour repre- 
sentation, both on Parliamentary acd municipal 
bodies, and hoped that the general secretary would 
be successful in hs candidature at Deptford. 
Once we get a representative in the House of Com- 
mons we have no doubt but that good practical 
knowledge will be able to further legislation in the 
House, fur the practical knowledge which is there 
at present is used for the interest of the ship- 
owners, 


DUNDALK BRANCH. 


At the usual weekly meeting of this Branch, Bro. 
M. Green presiding, our new secretary read minutes 
of former meeting. Four new mémbers were 
enro led, and it'was unanimously agreed that this 
Branch from to-day do agree to pull themselves 
together again, and to stani by their Union once 
more ; and call on all their brother members of this 
Branch to stand firm together to keep their flag 
aloft, acd to show that Dundalk is now what it 
always was,a good Union port.

Welly, of Dundee, Captain 
Peterkin, have been at their game, which is very 
profitab'e to the shareholders. Men have their 
fare paid from Dandee by that firm, but when they 
_atrived in the Tyne they found the wages £4 153.— 
that is, 5s. above what they were goiag to sign for. 
Of course the men wanted the port wages, ani the 
ship wouldn't give the po:t wages.. The result 
was the ship was detained twenty-four hours, and 
had to pay the port wages at the finisb, which the 
shareholders ought t» look after. For the sake of 
5s. twenty-four hours were Jost, and of course that 
will affect the dividend, as that is not too high; 
and no honest man can say that the seamen have 
too much wages, and we thank the Company. 
The men were not Union men,.but they have all 
joined the Union, so we are the gainers by the 
transaction. Moreover, the men were admitted 
into our meeting, aud saw for themselves the 
benefit of the Union, and now they are bona-fide 
Union men. The usu.l vote of thanks*closed the 
meeting ; thirteen new. members for the week. 


SOUTHAMPTON BRANCH. 


The weekly meetirg of the above Branch took 
place on Tuesday, but owing to the boisterous 
weather (raining and blowiog) very few members 
attended, and, the chairman being absent, the 
meeting partook somewhat of a free and easy 
character, and no business of importance being 
defore the meeting, it terminated at 9.50. 


DUNDEE BRANCH.

It was decided by the members that he could not 
be admitted unless he paid the current entrance 
fee, viz., 7s. 6d. Mr. M‘Donald, our E.C. then 
addressed the meeting in regard to the questioa 
that was asked him two or three weeks ago, re the 
minutes of the executive counc'l, why paid officials 
were debarred from attending the Congress, The 
meeting then terminated, 


LERWICK BRANCH. 


A meeting was he!d Aug. 18, when several new 
members were enrolled, at which Mr. W. Spence 
was formally elected to and accepted the post of 
secretary and treasurer; and a Branch committee 
was also elected, but it does not appear whether 
its members are sailors, fishermen, or firemen.

6d. to 
11s. 3d., or 1s. t9 1s, 8d. per day, or, better still, 1d. 
or 13d, per working hour. I have an idea I know 
a little of your sufferings, You don’t go there to 


gather-strawberries. I have spent two years north 





of the Arctic.Circle—not two voyages. _I never saw 
much comfort, 
boating in misty weather, or in a fast boat—a!l 
these things are not child’s play. When you leave 
the vessel many a time it is just possible you may 
never return, either dead or wlive. What provision 
had you left tor your mother or your family? 
Nothing, you say. Well, in the name of common 
sense and justice, why do you doit? Thereis no 
money in it. It you make ove good voyage you 
make three bad. This year many wil be paid off 
in debt tothe vessel. I knowsome who have been 
away for cight months, and all their wazes was 
£16. Well, let us see if the game be worth the 
candle, Let an A.B. go away for nine months, 
first to Newfoundland, and bring home 80 tuns of 
oil, say £5, and then a second voyaze to D.vis 
Straits and bring home a first-class voyage, say 130 
tuns, for which be gets £13. Add his monthly 
wages, say £18, which brings the grand total up to 
£36, or less than coasting wsges at oly £4 per 
month, This was the best yoyage last seasoa. I 
knew two members who were in the merchant 
service, one sent home £40 and the other £45 
during the same period. ‘The door is open for you 
now. Stick by the Union as the Zerra Novas crew 
did last January. Go in forthe new scale of wages, 
and support any measure brought forward by e.ther 
Dundee or Peterhead, and the day is your own. 
The whalers cannot get other men. These three 
ports supp'y the crews. Men will not leave a 
vessel at £115s. per month and go for £2 10s. 
You have the ball at your foot—kick it. You can- 
not afford to speculate along with moseyed 
specula'ors. Secure your monthly pay or drop it. 
They can get £2,3.0 per ton for tone, and you 
almost nothing. You havea duty to yourselves tu 
perform. Get as much as can keep your own pot 
boiling at home, so that when you come home you 
are not more in debt than ever. Pull together, 
and the present y:ar will bz the last year of 
starvation wages, and when you are old or infirin 
you may have a few shillings by you, and bless the 
Union with your last breath. (Applause.) 








A SHAM DETECTIVE’S FRAUDS. 

Mr, Newton had before him, at Marylebone 
Police-court, on Wednesday, the case of Hugh Titus 
Crawford, alias Captain Dillon Dundas, who is 
charged with obtaining,by means of false pretences, 
sums of money, amounting to £210, from Mrs. Jane 
Elizabeth Grosutt, the landlady of the Wheatsheaf 
public-house, Dorset-street, Portman-square. 

In opening the case, the facts of which have 
already been detailed, Mr. A. Newton, who prose- 
cuted, said that the history of the prisoner had now 
been unearthed. His real name was Arthur Dillon, 
and he sometim2s passed by the alias of Captain 
Dillon, He was the son of the ledge-keeper at Arley 
Hall, Cheshire, the seat of Sir Piers Warburton. 
When young he proved to be a scamp, and was 
turned out of home. The next thing known of him 
was that in the December of 1879 he was married 
in the name of Thomas Henry Dillon to Miss Saxby, 
at Scarborough, and in fact two cases of bigamy 
would be proved against him. He appeared to have 
early deserted Miss Saxby. In October, 1886,at the 
Middlesex Sessions, Crawford was sentenced to 18 
months’ imprisonment for a shop robbery. That 
fact was relevant for the reason that the prisoner 
was then arrested by Detective-inspector Hare, and 
that accounted for his (prisoner’s) subsequent per- 
sonation of that officer. At the time the prisoner 
was in prison he made the acquaintance of a youth 
who had got into trouble, and, finding out the 
address of the youth, Crawford, on leaving gaol, 
went there, and was lodged by the lad’s father for 
six weeks. In repayment for this kindness, Craw- 
ford robbed the man of nearly all he had. On 
August 5th, 1888, he went through the form of 
marriage at Hackney with a young woman named 
Alice Adams, whom he deserted in January of last 
year. While with her the prisoner forged a charac- 
ter in the name of Dundas—a most elaborate. piece 
of work, with seal complete—and with this he 
obtained a respectable situation, and _ took the sup- 
posed wife with him. There he broke’ open a safe 
containing, silver. He was not. prosecuted, and 
consequently he was left to prey upon society: until 
he went through the form of marriage with Miss 
Grosutt. Dvring the past 12 months the prisoner 
had made the acquaintance of another woman, a 
most respectable widow, who had kept a confec- 
tioner’s shop, and he had by similar means induced 
her to sell it and hand him some of the money, 

The Magistrate remarked that the case was un- 
doubtedly one which should be handed over to the 
Public Prosecutor. : 

The prosecutrix then gave an outline of what had 
occurred, and how she had been induced to part 
with her money,while evidence as to bigamy on the 
part of the accused was also called, 

The accused was remanded,

THE VISIT OF THE FRENCH 
FLEET, boyy tual 


FESTIVITIES AT PORTSMOUTH, **~ 

On Thursday morning Admiral Gervais and, the 
senior officers of the French fleet paid..a visit to 
Admiral the Earl of Clanwilliam, naval commander- 
in-chief at Portsmouth, and the Duke of Connaught, 
commanding the Southern district, on board’'the 
Admiral’s yacht Fire Queen. A return visit followed 
on board the Marengo, the customary salutes being 
fired. Shortly afterwards Admiral Gervais, with 
the senior French officers, left for Osborne, whither 
Lord George Hamilton, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
had already gone. M. Waddington, the French 
Ambassador, presented Admiral Gervais to. the 
Queen, and the Admiral in turn presented the 
officers. The French officers spent the afternoon in 
inspecting Osborne House, the rain preventing them 
from taking a drive in the grounds. In the evening 
they were present, with M. Waddington, at the 
Queen’s dinner party, several distinguished English 
naval officers also having the honour of being in- 
vited. M. Waddington and Admiral Gervais sat on 
her Majesty’s right.and left respectively, and.the 
Admiral responded to the toast of.“ The Guace and 
President Carnot,” proposed by Sir John Cowell. > 

The Queen on Friday inspected. the. combined 
French and British Squadrons at Spithead, The 
morning was so threatening that there were thoughts 
of abandoning the ceremony, but more settled 
weather prevailed later, though rain fell before her 
Majesty had left the inspection ground: ‘The 
Queen’s flotilla, consisting of the Victoria atid 
Albert, having her Majesty on board, the Alberta, 
the Trinity yacht Irene, and the Wye, on which were 
a party of members of Parliament, came in sight of 

he squadrons at a quarter past 4. The vessels 
manned their yards and a Royal salute .was_ fired. 
Bunting was displayed on a lavish scale, a fleet of 
small craft,as well as the men-of-war, dressing in 
honour of the occasion. The course 'of the Royal 
procession through the columns octupied ‘over two 
hours. M. Waddington and Admital Gervais* went 
on board the Queen’s yacht at the closd of the in- 
spection, At night the Earl of Clanwilliam gavea 
banquet to the.

Tempted by an improvement in the weather, large 
crowds visited Portsmouth on-Saturday to, witness 
the proceedings connected with the visit of, the 
French Fleet. The Duke. of Connaught -reyiewed 
the troops of the garrison on Southsea Common,.: a 
number of French officers being present. At night 
the officers of the combined squadrons were enter- 
tained at a banquet in the Town'Hall by'the Mayor, 
Sir W. Pink. Altogether, the company numbered 
about 400, and included Admiral Gervais, thé’ Duke 
of Connaught, and the Earl of Clanwilliam: The 
toasts of “The Queen,” “President Carnot,” and 
“Our Guests” were drunk with enthusiagm,: dn: his 
reply. to the.Jast toast Admiral. Gervais »said that 
the French officers were profoundly touched by, the 
attention bestowed upon them. 

The festivities of the French. were reswhed on 
Monday. In the morning Admiral Gervais and his 
senior officers came ashore on a yisit to. the dock- 
yard, and were’ received by Admiral Fisher, the 
Admiral-Superintendent ; the Earl of Clanwilliam, 
and a brilliant staff of British officers. | Some 200 
in all were conducted over the dockyard, ‘the-naval 
gunners’ establishment on.
